While the navy

W’ashington investigated loss of 
the liner President Coolidge in the 
South Pacific two months ago, 
four crew members added eyewit­ 
ness accounts of the sinking today 
to support claim* that the vessel 
was sent to the bottom by two 
American mines. 
The four, Jack Barlow*, 20, R a­ 
fael Cooper, 41, Jack Vanderboom, 
26, and William Sheesley, 19, all of 
whom arrived in San Francisco 
yesterday asserted that the con­ 
verted luxury liner was sunk as 
she struck an American mine field 
at the entrance to a South Pacific 
harbor. 
The Coolidge hit 
two 
mines 
within two m inutes time, they re­ 
lated. An effort was 
made 
to 
beach her and the captain did 
manage lo run her bow on a reef. 
But after hanging on the reef for 
a time, she slid 
off 
into 
deep 
w ater and went down 
by 
the 
stem . 
Ordered Into Harbor 
"The skipper, Capt. Henry Nel­ 
son," Sheesley said, "waa ordered 
to proceed into the harbor. Three 
quarters of the w*ay in many of 
the men and officers knew they 
were in a mine field because they 
could see the mines. 
"Then 
navy 
vessels 
started 
blinking signals in code which had 
to be decoded. The captain ordered 
full speed astern, but It was too 
late—we hit the first mine and 
then the second. 
"Capt. Nelson 
attem pted 
to 
beach her. but he couldn’t get her 
all the way up on the reef. The 
prow went up on the reef and 
hung there for about an 
hour. 
Then she settled slowly 
to 
the 
port side until the deck was al­ 
most flush with the w ater, and 
finally slipped off the reef and 
w’ent down by the stern." 
Sheesley’s companions gave sub­ 
stantially the same version of the 
sinking and the four were unani­ 
mous in their praise for the cool­ 
ness of American troops aboard 
the Coolidge when she went down.

Possibility

Mechanical 
Failure Investigated 


In Utah Tragedy 


FAIRFIELD, Utah, Dec. 16 — 
The 
possibility 
of 
"mechanical 
failure’’ waa investigated today by 
W estern Air 
Lines 
and govern­ 
m ent officials, as they sought* the 
cause of the crash of a Salt Lake 
City-to-Los Angeles airliner that 
killed IT out of 19 persons aboard. 
Prelim inary Inquiries 
indicated 
th at Capt. Edward J. Loeffler, the 
pilot from Glendale, Cal., wa* a t­ 
tem pting an emergency landing at 
the Fairfield airport at the time 
of the cranh. 
The investigators sought to de­ 
termine w hether 
Loeffler’s 
alti­ 
tude gauge was functioning be­ 
fore the plane m et disaster in the 
sagebrush three miles 
from the 
Fairfield airport. The airliner had 
taken off early yesterday morning 
from the Salt Lake City airport, 
40 miles to the northeast, about 17 
minutes before. 
Adding stock to the "mechanical 
failure” theory was the suggestion 
th at Capt. Loeffler’s radio pos­ 
sibly ceased to work, as no word 
waa received from him at ground 
control stations th at he was m ak­ 
ing an emergency landing, provid­ 
ing that actually was the case. 
The Investigators also checked 
the possibility of "pilot failure" on 
the assumption th at Loeffler’s al­ 
titude gauge was working proper­ 
ly and th at he might have mis­ 
judged his altitude while banking 
for a turn. 
Finding one wing 
( rumpled but w ith the fuselage in­ 
tact bolstered this theory, it was 
jointed out. 
Tile plane, carrying 19 persons 
on a flight from Salt Lake City to 
Los Angeles, crashed yesterday in 
the sagebrush of Cedar Valley, 40 
I miles southwest of Salt Lake City. 
Rescue parties found the tangled 
wreckage on a mud flat after it 
had been sighted from the air.

of the survivors,

WASHINGTON. Dec. 16—The 
senate small business comm ittee 
was told today th at the W PB is 
conquering the unbalanced m ater­ 
ials problem which recently closed 
many war plants and contributed 
to the failure to meet President 
Roosevelt's arm am ent goals this 
year.

"As the course of program ad­ 
justm ent still actively in process 
is completed, there should be no 
serious m aterial shortage In the

FREQUENTLY when I write on 
the subject of high blood pressure, 
someone arises to inquire why the 
high blood pressure people should 
receive all the attention and why 
there isn’t more discussion of low 


Dr. Clendenin* will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column, 


blood pressure. The low blood 
pressure people feel neglected and 
it is certainly true that the medi­ 
cal profession is more concerned 
with high than with low blood 
pressure. 
The reason is that the low blood 
pressure individual 
has fewer 
causes for complaint and often has 
no symptoms at all. The person 
who carries a blood pressure of 
HO, which is low for an adult, 
usually does not know it, sleeps 
well, feels fine and live* to a ripe 
old age. 


P ressu re V aries 
Low blood pressure, like h gh 
blood pressure, is in most in­ 
stances found by accident. As we 
have more and more life insurance 
examinations and more and more 
people examined for the Army and 
Navy, more and more people know 
w hat their blood pre ssure is. 
After a person finds out what 
his blood pressure is, he usually 
finds out that the “normal" is sup­ 
posed to be systolic, 120, and dias­ 
tolic, 80. If he doesn’t hit exactly 
on the dot for these figures, he 
considers himself in an alarming 
state of health. 
Such standards are altogether 
false: the blood pressure usually 
adjusts itself to a pert on’* physi­ 
cal constitution, his way of life, 
age and activity. For one person a 
blood pressure of 150 or 16u is 
quite normal and hs can usually 
carry on better at that level, 
whereas for another person a 
pressure of IOO or HO is equally 
normal and suits his habit and 
temperament. 
Dr. T. M. Durant, of Philadel- 
phia, makes the distinction of at 
least three kinds of low blood pres- 
sure. One Is low blood pressure 
w ithout symptoms. Unless discov- 
ered accidentally, as indicated 
above, the individual never knows 
what his blood pressure Is or that 
it is not just what it should be. 
The second class: people with 
essential low blood pres* tire with 


.symptoms, who complain of lassi­ 
tude, dizziness, lack of stamina, 
nervousness and cold extremities. 
These people have a peculiar con­ 
stitution and bodily habitus: they 
are usually underweight with long 
arms and legs and very little pad­ 
ding. They take very little exer­ 
cise and they have symptoms 
which are due not to low blood 
pressure so much as to the fact 
that they are not built in a suffi­ 
ciently robust way to meet all the 
stress and strain of life. 
In the third group are the pos­ 
tural low blood pressure types who 
have trouble adjusting their blood 
pressure when they are in the erect 
position. When they get up in the 
morning, making a sudden change, 
they are likely to feel weak and 
dizzy until the adjustment has 
been made. During the latter part 
of the day they feel better. 
Sleep Almost Hitting Up 
In treating these people It has 
been suggested that a bed with th* 
head up, so that they are sleeping 
almost in a sitting position, will 
not Impose such sudden changes 
and will allow for a more even 
sense of well-being. In nearly any 
crowd that is kept standing for a 
long tim*, such as waiting for a 
parade, there will be a sprinkling 
of those who keel over and faint 
They are probably example* of 
postural low blood pressure with 
poor muscle tone. 
The treatment of low blood 
pressure, like the treatment of 
high blood pressure, is more a 
question of adjustment of the way 
of life than of medication. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. M.:—Could you give me any 
information regarding the treat­ 
ment for hernia? I have had this 
hernia about six months. 
Answer: The only certain cure 
for hernia is by surgical opera­ 
tion which requires a rest of about 
two weeks in the hospital. Her­ 
nias can, however, be kept in place 
and k"pt from doing harm by 
wearing a truss.
